It was an unfor- 
tunate coincidence that in almost half of 
the fatal cases the deaths occurred within 
a few hours of each other. 

However appalling that one day may 
appear, the mortality, so far as diph 
theria is concerned, is no greater for 1H92 
than it was for 1891. 

the published report of the deaths 
rring in the city of Cincinnati or of 
Louisville scarcely a day goes by but 
that diphtheria is named on the list of 
casualties. It is read with composure 
and with no great alarm. 

The city of Maysville is in a good 
sanitary condition. Every physician 
knows his duty in the premises and the 
public can rest assured that an epidemic 
of diphtheria will not occur.

Ned Christie Rilled by a Posse of 
United States Marshals.

Tahlequah, L T., Nov. 5.— Ned 
Christie, the notorious outlaw, who killed 
Dan Maples, a United States official, a 
year ago, U dead. H* waa surrounded 
about daylight, Thursday, by sixteen 
deputy United States marshals, led by 
T>Jck Brunts and A. G. White. 

The presence of the officers waa un- 
known to Christie until sunrise, when 
one of his companions came out of the 
cabin where Christie had fortified him- 
self. He waa ordered to surrender, but 
the only reply waa a shower 
bullets, none of which, however, took 
effect. The Are waa returned, and he 
waa severely wounded. He managed 
to get baek into the house, however, 
and then began an ail-day's battle in 
which neither aide suffered any dam- 
age. Later In the evening the officers 
resorted to dynamite, and succeeded in 
blowing down part of the house and 
setting Are to the ruins. While the 
blase waa at iU fiercest. Christie 
seen to emerge from under the floor 
and start to run, but was ordered to 
halt He did not stop and was riddled 
with bullets, mutilating him terribly 
and knocking him down. He tried to 
regain his feet but another volley settled 
him. 

The officers then turned their atten- 
tion to the burning building, and dis- 
covered Charlie Hare trying to escape. 
He waa terribly burned, but was able 
to run. He was arrested. The body of 
Wolf, who had been wounded early, 
waa burned to a crisp in the building, 
which was entirely consumed. 

The females of the Christie family 
were allowed to retreat at the begin- 
ning of the fight One month ago the 
officials tried to make a prisoner of 
Christie, but were obliged to abandon 
the attempt not being acquainted with 
the location of the place.

A Sanguinary Battle on a Sante 
Fe Passenger Train. 



When the Melee Ended a Negro and a 
Marshal Were Found Dead. 



A humour, L T, Nov. 5, — A bloody 
tragedy occurred early Friday morning 
on the Sante Fe passenger train lie- 
tween here and Gainesville, Tex, in 
which one U. 8. deputy marshal and a 
Negro passenger on the train were 
killed.
